A Message  from  the 
President 

In  September,  1982,  Pine  Manor 
College  received  the  largest  single  gift 
in  its  histoty:  a $1,000,000  challenge 
grant  to  build  a Library  and  Com- 
munications Center.  The  terms  of  the 
gift  required  us  to  raise  $1,800,000  in 
matching  funds  by  December  31, 
1983.  This  figure  was  later  increased 
to  $1,916,000  to  reflect  the  revised 
total  construction  estimate  of 
$2,916,000.  Former  Trustee  Willard  S. 
Boothby  assumed  the  chairmanship 
of  the  Campaign. 

It  is  with  the  greatest  pleasure  that  I 
report  that  the  Library  and  Communi- 
cations Center  Challenge  Campaign 
has  been  successfully  completed.  This 
brings  us  full  circle  to  the  $1,000,000 
challenge  gift.  I am  delighted  to  an- 
nounce that  this  marvelous  gift  was 
made  by  the  Honorable  Walter  H. 
Annenberg,  former  Ambassador  to 
the  Court  of  St.  James,  publisher, 
philanthropist,  and  patron  of  the  arts, 
who  in  1983  was  awarded  the  Corpo- 
ration for  Public  Broadcasting's  Ralph 
Lowell  medal  in  recognition  of  his 
outstanding  contributions  to  public 
television.  We  thank  Ambassador 
Annenberg  for  his  foresight  and 
generosity,  and  his  perfect  timing.  We 
are  proud  to  name  the  new  facility  The 
Annenberg  Library  and  Communica- 
tions Center. 

Challenges  have  a way  of  drawing  a 
community  together,  and  providing 
the  impetus  for  achieving  very  am- 
bitious goals.  The  challenge  gift  in- 
spired all  of  us  with  the  vision  of  a 
first-rate  facility  to  support  the  rapidly 
growing  B.  A.  programs  and  came  to 
symbolize  the  revitalization  of  the 
College  that  has  been  so  evident  in 
recent  years.  Now  that  the  dream  of  a 
modern  and  comprehensive  Library 


and  Communications  Center  has  be- 
come a reality,  our  benefactor  is  very 
much  in  the  thoughts  of  everyone  on 
campus. 

Support  of  the  Library  and  Com- 
munications Center  Challenge  Cam- 
paign came  from  many  quarters,  with 
gifts  in  all  shapes  and  sizes.  The  64 
gifts  ranged  from  $25  to  $425,000. 
Each  and  every  one  was  vital.  For  me, 
the  real  turning  point  in  the  Cam- 
paign came  on  Easter  Sunday,  April  3, 
when  Trustee  Virginia  Ballard  Cherry, 
'39,  telephoned  me  at  home  with  the 
wonderful  news  that  she  and  her 
husband,  Walter,  had  decided  to 
make  a gift  of  $500,000  to  the  College, 
with  $425,000  to  be  used  for  the  Li- 
brary and  Communications  Center. 
The  pride  and  pleasure  with  which 
this  magnificent  gift  was  made 
seemed  to  me  to  reflect  the  feelings  of 
so  many  of  the  College's  friends.  I felt 
then  that  we  were  certain  to  make  our 

goal. 

Pine  Manor  College  received  a great 
deal  of  major  foundation  support.  The 
$1,000,000  challenge  grant,  coupled 
with  our  four-year  status,  gave  us 
both  credibility  and  visibility  in  the 
foundation  world.  Magnificent  sup- 
port came  early  on  from  The  Kettering 
Foundation  and  The  Kettering  Family 
Fund,  followed  by  handsome  grants 
from  The  Kresge  Foundation  and  The 
Brown  Foundation.  The  R.  J.  Wean 
Foundation  and  The  Frank  Stanley 
Beveridge  Foundation  supported  us 
generously  once  again,  as  they  have 
in  the  past.  The  Surdna  Foundation 
made  us  a fine  first-time  grant. 

The  College  also  received  solid 
backing  from  its  Board  of  Trustees. 
Although  they  had  just  lent  major 
support  to  the  $4,000,000  Pine  Manor 
Program,  they  rallied  once  again  be- 
hind the  Library  and  Communica- 
tions Center  challenge  grant. 

By  mid-September,  1983,  Pine 
Manor  was  within  $40,000  of  its  goal. 
At  this  point,  we  turned  to  our  closest 
friends  with  a special  appeal  for  help 
in  completing  the  last  lap  of  the  fund- 
raising by  September  30,  so  an  an- 
nouncement could  be  made  at  the  fall 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  On 
September  26  came  the  wonderful 
news  of  a $25,000  pledge,  which  took 
us  "over  the  top,"  enabling  us  to 
reach  our  goal  three  months  ahead  of 
our  December  31  deadline!  This  prov- 
idential gift  came  from  old  friends  in 


St.  Louis,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Vernon  Piper 
and  their  daughter  Jane,  '72,  currently 
a member  of  the  Art  History  and  Vi- 
sual Arts  Visiting  Committee. 

The  design  of  the  new  building  is 
everything  we  had  hoped.  It  echoes 
the  splendid  Richardsonian  style  of 
the  original  Coach  House,  blends 
beautifully  into  the  landscape  and,  in 
addition  to  providing  greatly  ex- 
panded stack  and  study  space,  ac- 
commodates a number  of  pressing 
academic  needs.  Anticipation  is  very 
much  in  the  air.  Freshmen  and 
sophomores  are  overjoyed  at  the 
prospect  of  using  an  outstanding  facil- 
ity; juniors  and  seniors  regret  that 
they  will  graduate  before  it  opens  its 
doors. 

The  Library  and  Communications 
Center  abounds  in  opportunities  for 
donors  to  name  special  areas  and 
facilities  to  give  the  new  complex  a 
very  personal  touch.  We  hope  the 
building  will  resound  with  the  names 
of  many  of  our  friends  and  supporters 
who  have  given  so  generously. 

Although  The  Annenberg  Library 
and  Communications  Center  will  not 
be  above  ground  for  some  months,  it 
is  very  real  to  us  all  and  stands  as  a 
reassuring  signpost  of  our  future 
progress  and  vitality.

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Behind  the  Board  Room  Doors: 
A Look  at  Pine  Manor's  Trustees

What  is  the  "job  description"  of  a 
college  trustee?  And  who  are  the  men 
and  women  who  serve  without  re- 
muneration for  the  benefit  of  their 
academic  institutions? 

Presidents  are  usually  highly  visible 
people  within  a college  community, 
while  trustees  are  often  little  known 
among  faculty,  student,  parent,  and 
alumni  groups,  and  their  respon- 
sibilities are  not  well  understood.  The 
major  work  of  trustees,  which  often 
goes  on  behind  the  closed  doors  of  the 
board  room,  is  conducted  quietly.  But 
the  fact  is  that  the  members  of  boards 
such  as  Pine  Manor's  make  a vital 
contribution  to  the  life  of  their  institu- 
tions. Their  mission  is  the  very  survi- 
val of  the  colleges  they  serve. 

Pine  Manor's  board  of  trustees  con- 
sists of  a group  of  dynamic  individu- 
als, 17  men  and  17  women,  who  con- 
tribute their  knowledge  and  expertise 
in  various  fields  to  the  life  of  the 
College.  At  a glance,  the  board  con- 
sists of  a blend  of  successful  profes- 
sionals and  volunteers.  The  17  busi- 
nessmen and  women  on  the  board  are 
engaged  in  manufacturing,  invest- 
ments, retailing,  oil,  insurance,  real 
estate,  management  consulting,  and 
publishing.  The  board's  active  volun- 
teers devote  their  energies  to  charita- 
ble, health,  and  cultural  organiza- 
tions. Five  educators,  two  attorneys, 
and  a clinical  psychologist  complete 
the  board's  occupational  profile. 

There  is  similar  diversity  in  the  geo- 
graphic distribution  and  constituency 
of  its  membership.  In  1983,  board 
members  hail  from  13  states.  There 
are  15  alumnae  members,  14  parents 
of  past  and  present  students,  as  well 
as  five  friends  of  the  College.  "We 
have  a really  marvelous  group  of 
people  on  the  board,"  says  Robert 


Larsen,  chairman  of  the  board  and  an 
attorney  with  Rogers  and  Wells  in 
New  York  City.  "Our  trustees  are 
tremendously  dedicated.  And  what  is 
personally  even  more  important,  it  is 
a pleasure  to  work  with  them." 

The  responsibilities  of  this  interest- 
ing group  of  men  and  women  are 
weighty.  They  are  charged  with  estab- 
lishing the  College's  mission,  ap- 
pointing the  president,  raising  the 
money  necessary  for  the  College's 
maintenance  and  growth,  approving 
the  budget,  and  overseeing  the  educa- 
tional program. 

According  to  Mr.  Larsen,  "One  of 
the  most  important  functions  of  the 
board  is  to  maintain  the  intellectual 
integrity  of  the  College."  The  quality 
of  education  that  Pine  Manor  has  al- 
ways provided  must  be  preserved  in 
an  era  of  change,  both  internally  (the 
B.  A.  degree,  for  example)  and  exter- 
nally (the  changing  economic  cli- 
mate). Says  Trustee  Deborah  E. 

Wiley,  '66,  Vice  President  of  the  pub- 
lishing company  of  John  Wiley  and 
Sons,  Inc.,  in  New  York,  "In  the  eco- 
nomic times  in  which  we  are  living, 
with  the  student  population  becom- 
ing smaller,  it  is  very  challenging  to 
see  how  the  College  can  find  its  niche 
and  fulfill  students'  needs.  We  must 
match  student  goals  with  our  offer- 
ings, and  these  must  be  offerings  of 
high  quality." 

"We  must  also  be  concerned  with 
our  financial  integrity,"  adds  Chair- 
man Larsen.  "This  includes  raising 
money,  good  use  of  resources, 
monitoring  the  budget,  setting  tuition 
and  room  and  board  fees  and,  among 
other  financial  needs,  acquisition  of 


endowment  funds  for  the  College." 
Trustee  Constance  Williams,  '64,  a 
management  consultant  living  in  the 
Philadelphia  area,  comments,  "The 
biggest  challenge  facing  us  now  is  to 
attract  some  endowment  funds  to 
supplement  income  from  tuition  and 
to  increase  faculty  salaries." 

Pine  Manor's  board  has  distin- 
guished itself  in  many  areas.  "Trustee 
participation  in  all  of  our  fund-raising 
efforts  has  been  considerable,"  says 
President  Rosemary  Ashby.  "Over 
the  last  several  years,  Pine  Manor's 
trustees  have  been  enthusiastically 
responsive  to  two  challenges  of 
$50,000  each  to  increase  annual  giv- 
ing. They  have  raised  funds  among 
themselves  to  underwrite  faculty 
salaries  and  purchased  a van  for 
transporting  student  athletes.  Indi- 
vidual trustee  gifts  have  made  possi- 
ble the  opening  of  a Learning  Re- 
source Center,  construction  of  two 
paddle  tennis  courts,  the  awarding  of 
an  annual  prize  to  an  outstanding 
history  student,  and  international 
travel  for  admissions  recruiting.  In 
total,  this  amounts  to  $2,010,752  over 
six  years."  As  of  early  October,  cur- 
rent and  former  trustees  had  also  con- 
tributed $691,766  toward  the  chal- 
lenge grant  for  the  Communications 
Center,  the  College's  project  for  ex- 
pansion and  renovation  of  the  library. 

Trustees  can  be  among  an  institu- 
tion's strongest  advocates,  people 
who  return  to  their  own  communities 
after  their  meetings  are  adjourned  to 
spread  the  "good  news"  about  a col- 
lege. Pine  Manor  Trustee  Natalie 
Macdonald  Ferry,  '37,  of  Glencoe,  Il- 
linois, sees  her  main  function  as  try- 
ing "to  pump  up  others  to  be  as  en- 
thusiastic as  I am  about  the  College 
and  to  encourage  their  support."

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One  of  Robert  Larsen's  strongest 
interests  is  in  “having  a fully  informed 
group  of  trustees  who  can  make  intel- 
ligent choices  on  important  issues." 
To  this  end,  the  board  has  instituted  a 
strong  group  of  committees  which 
capitalize  on  the  strengths  and  inter- 
ests of  board  members.  “These  com- 
mittees have  more  time  to  deliberate 
than  does  the  full  board,"  says  Mr. 
Larsen.  “They  can  explore  in  depth 
the  ramifications  of  any  given  action 
or  proposal.  Thus,  when  they  report 
to  the  board  they  are  equipped  to 
respond  to  questions  raised  by  other 
trustees  and  to  make  reasoned  pre- 


sentations on  matters  to  be  decided  by 
the  full  board."  In  addition  to  the 
Executive  Committee,  there  are  stand- 
ing committees  on  development,  fi- 
nance, education,  enrollment,  com- 
mencement and  honorary  degrees, 
and  the  nomination  of  new  members. 
There  is  excitement  about  the  newly 
created  Conference  Committee  which 
maintains  a continuing  liaison  with 
students  and  faculty  members.  Ad 
hoc  committees  include  the  Presiden- 
tial Evaluation  Committee,  the  Col- 
lege Mission  Statement  Committee, 
and  the  Building  Committee.  Visiting 
Committees,  which  are  composed  of 
trustees  and  alumnae,  advise  the  Col- 
lege in  the  areas  of  business  manage- 
ment, art  history  and  the  visual  arts, 
student  life  and  athletics,  and  the 
library. 

At  the  many  committee  meetings, 
board  meetings,  and  the  annual  trus- 
tees' retreat,  the  34  men  and  women 
on  Pine  Manor's  board  make  an  im- 
measurable contribution  to  the  Col- 
lege. The  reward  for  their  consider-

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Improving  Student  Government

Grace  Kennedy,  '85,  is  the  presi- 
dent of  the  Student  Government  As- 
sociation (SGA)  at  Pine  Manor  Col- 
lege. This  past  August  Pine  Manor 
sent  Grace  to  a national  convention  of 
student  governments,  held  at  Eastern 
Illinois  University  and  sponsored  by 
the  National  Association  for  Campus 
Activity  (NACA).  The  80  delegates 
who  attended  worked  together  to  de- 
velop leadership  skills  that  they  could 
take  back  to  their  colleges  and  use  in 
their  student  governments. 

It  was  the  first  time  Pine  Manor 
College  had  sponsored  a student  to 
represent  the  College  at  a national 
convention  of  this  kind.  Interestingly, 
Pine  Manor  was  one  of  only  two 
women's  colleges  nationwide  that 
sent  a representative  to  the 
convention. 

The  convention  gave  Grace  some 
great  ideas  for  techniques  to  use  in  her 
meetings.  One  she  feels  will  be  used 
at  each  weekly  meeting  is  "brain- 
storming.” This  is  a process  by  which 
committee  members  as  well  as  dorm 
presidents  and  their  social  chairper- 
sons are  given  a chance  to  express 
their  ideas  and  make  suggestions. 
Grace  was  also  trained  "to  make  quick 
decisions  in  difficult  situations  and  to 
deal  with  the  pressure  that  can  arise  at 
some  meetings." 

Grace,  who  is  a junior  from  Haver- 
ford,  PA,  is  not  a newcomer  to  SGA  at 
Pine  Manor.  She  has  been  a participat- 
ing member  since  her  freshman  year 
as  social  chairperson.  In  her  sopho- 
more year  she  was  a dorm  president 
and  chairperson  of  the  security  com- 
mittee. She  is  confident  that  this  expe- 
rience will  enable  her  to  make  this 
year  her  best  of  all  in  student  govern- 
ment. Grace  is  particularly  interested 
in  establishing  a good  working  rela-

Armed  with  techniques  learned  at 
the  national  convention  of  student 
governments,  Grace  runs  Pine  Man- 
or's Student  Government  Association 
in  a very  professional  manner.  She  is 
able  to  remain  objective  when  dealing 
with  even  the  most  controversial  is- 
sues, and  she  always  consults  with 
her  associates  on  the  executive  com- 
mittee before  making  a final  decision. 
The  productive  atmosphere  Grace  has 


created  will  stimulate  SGA  members 
to  act  as  catalysts  for  change  on 
campus. 

Encouraging  as  many  students  as 
possible  to  become  active  members  of 
the  college  community  is  one  of  Grace 
Kennedy's  main  objectives  this  year. 
"As  president,"  says  Grace,  "I  would 
like  to  help  establish  a greater  sense  of 
tradition,  pride,  and  spirit  at  Pine 
Manor  College."  ■

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Looking  Back

Editor's  note:  Norah  Duffy,  who  died  in 
August,  1983,  had  a long  and  challenging 
career  as  a social  worker.  She  first  discovered 
her  interest  in  social  sendee  at  Pine  Manor 
College.  Miss  Duffy  has  written,  “It  was  Mrs. 
Cabot  [an  Ethics  instructor]  who  made  me 
aware  of  the  interest  and  importance  of  social 
work."  When  the  young  woman  returned  to 
her  native  Louisville,  Kentucky,  after  graduat- 
ing, she  volunteered  at  the  Louisville  City 
Hospital,  then  attended  a small  school  of  social 
work  in  the  area.  She  was  working  in  that  field 
when  World  War  II  began  and  she  was  re- 
cruited by  the  Red  Cross.  Norah  Duffy  worked 
for  the  Red  Cross  during  the  war  and  after- 
ward, in  the  United  States  and  overseas,  serv- 
ing the  organization  for  twenty  years. 

The  article  which  follows  is  an  abbreviated 
version  of  a memoir  of  her  life  in  social  service 
which  was  written  by  Miss  Duffy  at  the  request 
of  the  Pine  Manor  College  Bulletin.  Portions 
on  her  time  at  Pine  Manor  and  her  early  career 
as  a social  worker  were  published  in  the  Bulle- 
tin several  years  ago.  Her  experiences  with  the 
Red  Cross  during  World  War  II  are  recounted 
here. 


Red  Cross 

The  Red  Cross  Organization  in  Pine 
Manor  acquired  a one  hundred  per 
cent  enrollment  before  the  first  day 
of  the  Red  Cross  Membership  Drive. 
Once  a week  the  girls  worked  on 
articles  of  clothing  for  children  ref- 
ugees. The  articles  completed  were 
as  follows: 

Ten  Nightgowns 
Twelve  Waists 
Eight  Socks 

Thirteen  pairs  of  Booties 
Seventy  Diapers.

I was  Director  of  Medical  Relief  with 
the  Jefferson  County  Health  Depart- 
ment when  World  War  II  broke  out 
and  I was  approached  to  join  the  Red 
Cross.  I had  to  go  through  training  for 
several  weeks,  then  was  assigned  to 
Camp  Shelby,  Mississippi,  as  Assis- 
tant Director  of  the  Hospital  Red 
Cross  Unit.  It  was  a very  large  military 
camp.  I had  26  workers  and  two  hos- 
pitals. The  Red  Cross  program  at  that 
time  was  geared  to  assisting  the  pa- 
tient with  any  social  problem,  to  keep- 
ing in  contact  with  his  local  chapter 
and  his  family,  and  to  taking  care  of 
the  families  who  were  called  in  when 
their  loved  ones  were  critically  ill.  We 
also  organized  recreational  programs 
for  the  patients  in  the  hospital  and  the 
detachment  of  soldiers  stationed 
there. 

It  was  the  little  things  we  did  that 
meant  so  much.  When  the  parents, 
the  wife,  or  relatives  came  to  see  a 
seriously  ill  man,  they  were  given 
their  own  quarters.  We  always  turned 
on  the  light  in  the  bedroom  they  had, 
always  put  a piece  of  fruit  in  the  room. 
We  met  them  whenever  they  arrived 
— morning,  noon,  or  night.  Some- 
rimes  they  stayed  as  long  as  six  weeks 
with  us,  and,  whether  the  patient 
recovered  or  died,  the  family  mem- 
bers were  made  to  feel  part  of  the  Red 
Cross  family.  Our  satisfaction  came 
from  the  feeling  that  we  were  really 
helping  others,  being  kind  and  un- 
derstanding in  a stressful  and  critical 
time. 

I remember  one  old  farmer  whose 
son  was  very  ill.  He  came  with  his  two 
pairs  of  overalls  which  he  would  wash 
out  in  the  tiny  basin  and  hang  up.  We 
found  them  one  day  and  decided  to 
send  them  to  the  laundry  with  our 


own.  His  son  grew  worse.  They  called 
me  in  the  middle  of  the  night  to  ask  for 
the  father.  I usually  did  this  myself, 
rather  than  send  one  of  the  girls.  So  I 
went  down  to  wake  him  and  say  that 
the  doctor  wanted  him  to  come  to  his 
son's  bedside.  He  crawled  out  of  bed 
with  his  overalls  on  — he  did  not  have 
any  night  clothes  — and  we  went  up 
to  the  ward.  The  boy  died  soon  after 
we  got  there,  and  his  body  was  taken 
away.  The  old  man  turned  to  me  and 
said:  "Will  you  pray  with  me?"  We 
knelt  beside  the  empty  bed  and  he 
prayed,  he  prayed  out  loud.  Then  he 
stood  up  and  said,  "Now  we'll  just  go 
back.  And  thank  you,  my  dear." 

From  Camp  Shelby  I was  ordered 
overseas,  came  East  and  shipped  out 
with  five  girls  on  the  Aquitania  with 
12,000  aboard.  We  were  ten  days 
going  across.  We  landed  at  Greenach 
in  Scotland,  near  Glasgow,  then  were 
loaded  in  a train  and  sent  down  to 
London.  The  train  would  stop  every 
so  often  and  turn  off  the  steam,  so  that 
the  smoke  would  not  be  seen  or  the 
glow  of  the  fire  by  night. 

We  were  in  London  awaiting  orders 
for  a week.  When  we  got  our  perma- 
nent station,  we  were  sent  to  Mal- 
vern, south  of  Birmingham  in  Worces- 
tershire, in  central  England.  It  was  a 
hospital  center.  There  was  a spe- 
cialized orthopedic  hospital  and  a 
mental  hospital.  We  were  attached  to 
the  general  hospital.  Men  came  in  to 
us  right  from  the  front. 

I had  only  five  workers.  We  started 
immediately  getting  help  from  the 
British  WVS  — Women's  Volunteer 
Service.  These  English  women  were 
perfectly  wonderful.  We  were  never 
able  to  furnish  them  with  uniforms,

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A No-Frills  Woman  of  Means*

Editor's  note:  Sidney  Mcllvain  Kutz,  '20,  a 
prominent  civic  leader,  businesswoman,  and 
volunteer  in  Reading,  Pennsylvania,  died  on 
April  17,  1983.  The  article  below  on  this 
remarkable  woman  appeared  in  the  Reading 
Eagle /ess  than  a year  before  her  death,  on  June 
13,  1982. 

In  the  dimness  of  her  oak-paneled 
library  amid  scents  of  old  leather  and 
embers,  Sidney  Mcllvain  Kutz  pon- 
dered a suitable  self-description. 

Dressed  in  sporty  cottons,  she 
leaned  slightly  forward  in  her  seat, 
planting  her  sensibly  shoed  feet 
firmly  on  the  floor.  A look  of  puzzle- 
ment shadowed  her  face,  its  big-as- 
life  features  after  83  years  still  outper- 
forming any  of  the  age  lines  chiseling 
their  way  across  it. 

“I'm  a down-to-earth  person,  that's 
for  sure,”  she  said  matter-of-factly. 
"I'm  certainly  not  a fly-by-night 
kind.” 

If  there  is  a personification  of  all  that 
is  downright  upright  in  Reading,  it 
resides  among  the  mansions  of  North 
Fifth  Street  in  the  person  of  Miss 
Kutz. 

A no-nonsense  businesswoman 
who  inherited  much  prime 
downtown  Reading  property,  and  a 
champion  community  volunteer. 

Miss  Kutz  has  sketched  a place  of  note 
for  herself  on  a family  tree  that  boasts 
a signer  of  the  Declaration  of  Inde- 
pendence and  an  iron  magnate  whose 
ships  fought  the  Civil  War. 

The  former  tennis  champion  and 
avid  outdoorswoman  has  lived  in  the

same  stately  brick  house  at  611  N. 
Fifth  St.  since  birth.  But  she  is  hardly  a 
dour  dowager. 

Those  who  know  her  recall  the 
night  Miss  Kutz  — Reading's  first  Girl 


Scout  commissioner  when  she  was  in 
her  40s  — slept  in  a tree  house,  and 
those  wilderness  weekends  she  and 
her  two  devoted,  Mennonite  house- 
keepers spent  guarding  an  empty  Girl 
Scout  camp  until  a new  round  of 
campers  arrived. 
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Sleeping  under  the  stars  on  another 
camping  trip  when  she  and  her  com- 
panions had  been  given  the  wrong 
key  to  a cabin  refuge,  she  ran  through 
pouring  rain  for  half  an  hour  to  get  the 
right  key. 

"I  always  think  of  myself  as  just 
being  a Girl  Scout,"  Miss  Kutz  said 
modestly. 

In  1944,  she  pioneered  the  first  or- 
ganization of  local  troops,  the  Berks 
County  Girl  Scout  Council,  serving 
until  1951  as  its  president.  Under  her 
leadership,  membership  more  than 
tripled.  Later,  she  helped  found  the 
Great  Valley  Girl  Scout  Council  — a 
merger  of  several  county  groups  — 
and  served  on  the  first  board  from 
1961  to  1965. 

Last  summer,  an  activities  center  at 
the  Girl  Scouts'  Camp  Woodhaven 
near  Pine  Grove  was  named  Kutz 
Heim  in  her  honor. 

"Sidney  couldn't  understand  why 
we'd  name  it  for  her,"  remarked  D.  J. 
Jennings,  executive  director  of  the 
Great  Valley  Council.  "She  thought 
maybe  we  wanted  a contribution.  I 
told  her,  'We're  doing  it  because  we 
love  you  and  you've  done  so  much  for 
Girl  Scouting.'" 

A charter  member  of  the  Junior 
League  of  Reading,  Miss  Kutz  steered 
that  upper-crust  volunteer  training 
organization  as  its  third  president  in 
the  late  1920s  and  early  1930s. 

At  the  league's  Settlement  House 
on  South  Fifth  Street,  she  taught  car- 
pentry ("Nothing  fancy.  We  made 
birdhouses,"  she  once  said). 

She  organized  the  first  recreation 
center  in  a city  school,  the  Tyson 
Recreation  Center.  In  the  league's 
fund-raising  "Follies,"  she  was  the

bicycle-built-for-two  girl,  and  she 
played  "practically  every  part  imagin- 
able" in  children's  plays  that  were 
trouped  around  the  schools. 

"I  was  hot-foot  for  that,  I can  tell 
you,"  she  quipped. 

But  her  main  order  of  business  has 
been  real  estate  — owning  and  man- 
aging scores  of  properties  including 
many  of  downtown  Reading's  prime 
sites  and  a number  of  rural  farms. 

Miss  Kutz  owned  the  grandiose 
Embassy  Theater  on  Penn  Street  until 
it  was  sold  for  redevelopment  pur- 
poses. She  also  owned  the  southwest 
corner  of  Fifth  and  Washington 
streets  where  the  Bank  of  Pennsyl- 
vania building  now  stands,  and  the 
southwest  corner  of  11th  and  Penn 
streets.  Among  her  other  holdings 
were  perhaps  50  houses  scattered 
across  the  city. 

Her  father,  attorney  John  Jay  Kutz, 
and  his  sister,  Sallie  Kutz  Allen,  inher- 
ited the  properties  which  then  passed 
on  to  only  child  Sidney. 


Working  from  a small  suite  of  of- 
fices which  she  still  maintains 
downtown  or  traveling  about  in  her 
car  to  check  on  buildings  and  tenants, 
Miss  Kutz  kept  tabs  on  her  holdings. 

"I  think  I must  have  realized  I was 
going  to  get  into  the  real  estate  busi- 
ness when  my  father  asked  me  to 
come  into  his  law  office  and  help  with 
the  properties,"  she  mused. 

Miss  Kutz  actually  began  as  his  sec- 
retary after  completing  school  at  Dana 
Hall  and  Pine  Manor  Junior  College  in 
Wellesley,  Mass.,  and  spending  a 
year  in  Paris. 

"After  my  father  died  (in  the  mid- 
1930s),  1 had  the  whole  responsibility 
to  get  a new  tenant  for  this  or  that 


house,"  she  explained.  "I  went  out 
and  inspected  things  myself.  I was 
able  to  drive  because  my  mother  and 
father  gave  me  an  automobile.  We 
had  some  pretty  big  farms  at  the  time, 
so  we  traveled.  My  mother  loved  to  go 
with  me.  So  we  went  tooting  around 
to  these  various  properties. 

"I  guess  I was  pretty  good  at  it 
because  I seem  to  have  survived," 
added  Miss  Kutz,  who  still  visits  one 
of  the  farms.  "It  didn't  bowl  me  over." 

Nor  did  the  prospect  of  carrying  on 
the  Mcllvain-Kutz  tradition  virtually 
by  herself. 

Sidney  never  married  because  she 
"never  met  a gentleman  whom  I 
would  want  to  marry  or  who  would 
want  to  marry  me. 

"I've  been  perfectly  contented  to  be 
an  old  maid,"  she  said  with  a hearty 
laugh.  Although  childless  herself,  she 
became  a godmother  this  year  to 
Emily  Alexandra  Eichhorn-Nye, 
daughter  of  actress  Lisa  Eichhorn  and 
her  husband  Ben  Nye. 

After  Lisa  won  admission  to  the 
prestigious  Royal  Academy  of  Dra- 
matic Arts  in  London  but  couldn't 
afford  the  tuition,  Miss  Kutz,  in- 
formed of  Lisa's  plight  by  a local  ma- 
tron, gave  the  Berks-born  actress  the 
money. 

"It  was  a huge,  magnanimous  ges- 
ture, and  she  did  it  on  instinct,"  Lisa 
told  Cosmopolitan  magazine,  crediting 
Miss  Kutz  with  making  her  now- 
successful  career  possible.  "She  never 
advised,  never  pushed.  She  just  said, 
'Here,  I am  able  and  you  are  not.'" 

Miss  Kutz's  own  family  included 
the  late  Sidney  Mcllvain,  a male

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A Career  in  International  Relations 


Just  six  years  after  her  graduation 
from  Pine  Manor  College  in  1947,  Pa- 
tricia Baillargeon  secured  a position 
which  took  her  to  every  state,  all  the 
major  cities,  and  many  small  towns  in 
the  United  States.  In  addition,  her 
travels  included  numerous  foreign 
countries,  and  along  the  way  she  met 
some  of  the  most  important  people  of 
the  times,  including  Martin  Luther 
King,  Jawaharial  Nehru,  and  Harry 
Truman.  She  saw  the  inside  of  a lot  of 
airplanes  and  train  compartments, 
too,  from  1953  to  1960,  but  with  her 
from  day  to  day  was  a companion  of 
compelling  energy,  humor,  and  em- 
pathy: Mrs.  Eleanor  Roosevelt. 

For  seven  years,  Patricia  Baillar- 
geon was  Secretary  to  Mrs.  Franklin 
D.  Roosevelt.  By  that  time  Mrs. 
Roosevelt  had  resigned  from  the  U.S. 
delegation  to  the  United  Nations  and, 
in  an  effort  to  promote  international 
cooperation  and  understanding,  had 
dedicated  herself  to  the  cause  of 
educating  the  American  people  about 
the  UN.  Pat's  desk  faced  Mrs. 
Roosevelt's  in  their  New  York  City 
office  at  the  American  Association  for 
the  United  Nations.  It  was  Pat's  job 
with  the  Association  to  set  up  state 
conferences  around  the  country,  as- 
sist in  coordinating  programs  for  the 
non-governmental  organizations  as- 
sociated with  the  UN,  and  work  with 
volunteers  throughout  the  United 
States.  When  travelling  on  the  road, 
she  assisted  the  former  First  Lady 
with  her  daily  syndicated  newspaper 
column,  "My  Day."  Eleanor 
Roosevelt,  remembers  Pat,  was  "a 
wonderful  person,  extremely  self- 
disciplined,  with  a very  good  sense  of 
humor  and  an  incredible  ability  to 
relate  to  people." 


As  fascinating  as  her  job  was,  after 
seven  years  in  New  York,  Pat  began  to 
miss  the  Pacific  Northwest,  where  she 
had  grown  up.  In  1960,  she  left  the 
city  to  return  to  Seattle.  Since  that 
time  she  has  continued  to  work  in  the 
international  relations  field,  with 
much  of  her  activity  in  the  Pacific 
Northwest  region.  Over  the  years 
some  of  her  positions  have  been:  As- 
sistant Protocol  Officer  with  the  Seat- 
tle World's  Fair;  Assistant  to  the  Con- 
sul General  of  Japan;  Director  of  the 
World  Trade  Center  for  the  Port  of 
Seattle;  and  Assistant  Director  of  the 
Washington  State  International  Trade 
Fair. 

Since  1976,  Pat  has  worked  out  of 
her  Seattle  office  as  a consultant  in  the 
fields  of  international  trade  and  the 
arts.  The  work,  she  says,  has  given 
her  an  opportunity  to  pursue  interest- 
ing research  projects  in  depth.  As  a 
consultant  she  has  traveled  to  the 
Peoples'  Republic  of  China  as  a 
member  of  the  Washington  State 
Trade  Mission  (1979),  spent  consider- 
able time  in  Japan,  and  worked  on 
trade  fairs  in  Europe.  She  has  written 
a book  manuscript  for  the 
Washington  State  Sea  Grant  Program 
and  done  work  for  clients  ranging 
from  the  Washington  Oceanographic 
Institute  to  the  Japan-U.S.  Friendship 
Commission. 

Pat's  first  professional  job  in  the 
international  field  developed  from  her 
volunteer  activities  for  the  American 
Association  for  the  United  Nations. 
"It  is  useful  to  volunteer  in  your  field 
of  interest  if  the  jobs  don't  exist  at 
first,"  she  recommends  to  young  Pine 
Manor  alumnae.  She  also  suggests 
that  students  who  want  to  work  in  the 
international  field  develop  a specialty 
in  areas  such  as  finance,  shipping.

import/export,  languages,  and  related 
disciplines. 

"We  live  in  an  increasingly  interde- 
pendent world,  where  our  under- 
standing of  other  peoples  — their 
culture  and  commerce  — is  of  utmost 
importance,"  says  Pat.  "With  the  cur- 
rent level  of  transportation  and  com- 
munication technology,  an  event  in 
one  corner  of  the  globe  can  affect  all  of 
us,  whether  we  live  in  a developing 
country  or  a technically  sophisticated 
nation.  At  the  same  time,  our  oppor- 
tunities for  learning  about  the  rest  of 
the  world  are  growing  at  a parallel 
rate.  Study,  business,  and  travel  are 
only  a few  of  the  paths  beckoning  us 
to  acquire  some  in-depth  understand- 
ing of  another  culture  — its  traditions, 
history,  and  physical  resources.  It 
often  has  been  said  that  trade  is  the 
tool  of  peace.  I firmly  believe  this  is 
true,  and  that  whatever  work  it  takes

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"The  Soul  of  a Journey  Is  Liberty"

"One  of  the  pleasantest  things  in 
the  world  is  going  on  a journey," 
William  Hazlett  wrote  in  his  essay  on 
journeys.  "The  soul  of  a journey  is 
liberty,"  he  said,  "perfect  liberty  to 
think,  feel,  do  just  as  one  pleases. 
With  change  of  place,  we  change  our 
ideas:  nay,  our  opinions  and 
feelings." 

Ten  years  ago  last  June,  my  hus- 
band, my  son,  and  I traveled  to  France 
to  visit  with  my  daughter  Carol,  a 
French  major  studying  in  Paris.  We 
spent  three  lovely  weeks,  visiting  the 
Loire  Valley,  the  Cote  d'Azur,  and 
many  of  the  attractions  of  Paris.  We 
stayed  at  the  Prince  de  Galles  in  Paris, 
a luxurious  hotel  on  the  Avenue 
George  V,  and  my  daughter  planned 
daily  tours  of  the  city.  Little  did  I 
know  that  I would  be  walking  past  the 
same  hotel  years  later,  this  time  as  a 
student  myself  with  a notebook  in 
hand. 

In  the  fall  of  1982 1 had  the  opportu- 
nity to  participate  in  Pine  Manor's 
program  for  study  in  France,  offered 
through  the  Consortium  of  Colleges 
Abroad.  I stayed  first  in  Tours  for  a 
month,  then  in  Paris  for  almost  three. 

Tours  is  a beautiful  city  with  balmy 
September  weather,  a fine  university, 
lovely  old  houses,  many  shops,  and 
twice  a week,  an  open-air  flower  mar- 
ket. An  early  morning  walk  to  classes 
at  the  Universite  in  Centre  Ville  took 
me  down  a pebbled  pavement  with 
colorful  little  stalls  on  either  side 
amidst  the  fragrance  of  roses.  My 
classes  in  Tours  were  interesting,  in- 
tensive, and  taught  by  excellent  pro- 
fessors. They  were  conducted  in 
French  only,  providing  a marvelous 
beginning  to  my  stay  in  France. 

Madame  de  Pas  did  not  speak  En- 
glish either.  I went  home  to  Madame 


de  Pas'  house  each  weekday  for  lunch 
and  often  had  classes  again  in  the 
afternoon.  Her  place  was  full  of  casual 
atmosphere:  beautiful  furniture,  two 
big  Labradors,  puppies,  sheep,  and 
lots  of  students.  I lived  in  her  small 
gatehouse  called  "The  Pavillion"  with 
four  Moroccan  students  and  an  Ira- 
nian student.  At  times  the  place  was 
filled  with  their  friends,  Moroccan 
music,  and  the  aroma  of  Moroccan 
cooking.  Madame  de  Pas,  a warm, 
intelligent,  and  sensitive  person, 
cooked  for  me  and  the  other  three 
Consortium  students  who  lived  in  her 
home. 

The  stay  in  Tours  was  very  impor- 
tant for  me,  for  it  was  there  that  I grew 
accustomed  to  hearing  French  well 
spoken,  gained  the  confidence  to 
speak  French  myself,  and  learned 
about  the  French  way  of  living  by 
leading  the  simple  life  of  a student. 


The  secure  feeling  of  being  under 
Madame  de  Pas'  wing  and  a full 
schedule  of  study  gave  my  venture  a 
purpose. 

In  Paris  I arrived  chez  Madame 
Grace  by  taxi  and  was  greeted  by 
Madame  Porte,  her  sister.  She 
showed  me  around  the  apartment 
where  I was  to  stay,  gave  various 
instructions  in  French,  and  told  me 
Madame  Grace  would  be  away  for 
about  10  days.  If  I needed  anything, 
Madame  Porte's  apartment  was  just 
two  flights  up.  I had  agreed  to  do  my 
own  marketing  and  cooking  in  Paris, 
and  the  refrigerator,  I soon  dis- 
covered, was  empty  when  I arrived.  It 
was  late  afternoon,  so  the  first  thing  I 
had  to  do  was  to  put  my  practical 
French  into  practice  — at  the  grocery 
store.

When  Cameron  Thompson  was 
asked  to  join  the  faculty  of  Pine  Manor 
College  in  1946,  he  learned  that  he 
would  be  one  of  only  two  male  in- 
structors. Mr.  Thompson,  who  had 
just  finished  a teaching  stint  at  Phil- 
lips Exeter  and  whose  training  in  En- 
glish and  philosophy  was  from  all- 
male Princeton  and  Harvard,  was 
“horrified.”  “I  almost  dropped  the 
invitation  on  the  spot,”  he  said  in  a 
recent  interview.  However,  he  de- 
cided to  accept  the  challenge  of  teach- 
ing English  (and  later  philosophy)  to 
women  at  Pine  Manor,  and  he  stayed 
for  thirty  years. 

In  the  beginning,  he  said,  ”1  had  the 
dubious  advantage  of  being  the  center 
of  attention."  Several  years  later,  Dr. 
John  Agnew  and  Dr.  Rodman  Henry, 
instructors  in  politics/government 
and  art  history,  respectively,  joined 
the  faculty.  “They  gave  me  comfort," 
said  Mr.  Thompson.  “We  referred  to 
ourselves  as  'the  flying  wedge'. “

Despite  being  outnumbered  in  a 
women's  college  dominated  by 
female  faculty  members  and  adminis- 
trators, Cameron  Thompson  found 
that  he  really  enjoyed  teaching  at  Pine 
Manor.  “There  were  no  dormitories 
when  Pine  Manor  was  in  Wellesley, 
just  those  houses  that  Helen  Temple 
Cooke  had  built  or  acquired.  I found 
the  uninstitutional  character  of  the 
campus  quite  pleasant,"  he  said. 

Miss  Cooke,  Pine  Manor's  founder, 
was  the  presiding  influence  in  those 
early  years.  “She  was  the  dominant 
figure  at  Pine  Manor  and  in  much  of 
the  town  of  Wellesley.  She  bought  up 
real  estate  in  Wellesley  the  way  squir- 
rels put  up  acorns.  She  was  a very 
shrewd  woman."  In  those  days,  re- 
ported Mr.  Thompson,  instructors 
would  sometimes  bypass  adminis- 
trators of  the  College  to  entreat  the 
founder  herself  on  matters  of  impor- 
tance. It  was  called  “going  up  to 
Shamballah"  (Miss  Cooke's  home 
during  her  later  years).  “Hers  was 
the  court  of  last  resort. 

“There  were  sides  of  Miss  Cooke 
which  were  kept  from  the  public  that 
amused  me  very  much,”  said  Camer- 
on Thompson.  A little  known  fact,  he 
related,  was  that  Helen  Temple  Cooke 
enjoyed  playing  chess.  So  did  Mr. 
Thompson,  so  once,  through  a 
mutual  friend,  he  asked  Miss  Cooke  if 
she  would  like  to  play  a game  with 
him  sometime.  The  polite  refusal  re- 
layed to  him  was  that  she  "had  never 
played  chess  with  a man." 

Mr.  Thompson  told  another  anec- 
dote which  dates  from  his  early  days 
at  Pine  Manor.  “My  classroom  in 
those  years,"  he  said,  “was  right 
under  President  Potter's  office.  Be- 
tween classes,  I'd  emerge  for  a 
cigarette.  Before  my  first  week  had

passed,  there  was  a tap  on  Mrs.  Pot- 
ter's nearest  window,  followed  by  her 
opening  it  and  asking  me  to  drop  in 
before  I left  for  home.  I did  so,  and 
Mrs.  Potter  told  me  that  no  smoking 
was  allowed  on  the  campus.  Then  she 
added,  with  a conspiratorial  twinkle, 
'And  you  should  know,  Mr. 
Thompson,  that  Miss  Cooke  believes 
that  smoking  leads  to  drinking  and 
drinking  leads  to  You-Know-What.'” 

As  much  as  Cameron  Thompson 
enjoyed  the  Wellesley  campus,  he 
was  pleased  with  Pine  Manor's  move 
to  Chestnut  Hill  in  1965,  a move  pri- 
marily initiated  and  led  by  President 
Carl  Ferry.  "The  move  to  the  new 
campus  was  a great  step  forward,”  he 
said.  "It  cut  us  off  physically  and 
financially  from  Dana  Hall.  In  so  do- 
ing, it  gave  us  autonomy  and  in- 
creased identity." 

Since  he  retired  from  Pine  Manor  in 
1976,  Mr.  Thompson  has  “missed  the 
general  contact  with  the  young,  espe- 
cially those  contacts  with  students 
you  really  felt  you'd  helped  or  stimu- 
lated a great  deal."  Through  the

"Primate  Evolution: 
A Female 
Perspective" 

Dr.  Sarah  Blaffer  Hrdy,  noted  an- 
thropologist and  primatologist,  was 
the  guest  speaker  at  the  Dane  Science 
Lecture  at  Pine  Manor  on  September 
29.  Dr.  Hrdy,  an  Associate  in  Biologi- 
cal Anthropology  for  the  Peabody 
Museum,  is  the  author  of  several 
books,  including  The  Woman  That 
Never  Evolved  (1981),  an  important 
work  which  attempts  to  reconcile 
feminism  and  biology.  The  title  of  Dr. 
Hrdy's  lecture  was  "Primate  Evolu- 
tion: A Female  Perspective." 

Passivity  is  not  a part  of  women's 
pre-human  heritage,  Dr.  Hrdy  told  a 
College  Hall  lecture  room  packed  with 
listeners.  The  traditional  view  in 
male-based  primatology  — that  male 
primates  maintain  the  group's  social 
structure  and  are  naturally  more  ag- 
gressive and  competitive  than  their 
female  counterparts  — has  been  effec- 
tively overturned  by  research  in  re- 
cent years. 

Studies  have  shown,  Dr.  Hrdy  ex- 
plained, that  among  certain  types  of 
primates  the  males  migrate,  maneu- 
vering for  female  acceptance,  while 
the  females  stay  in  the  same  group. 
Within  the  group,  a stable  hierarchy  is 
established;  the  relations  between 
these  bonded  females  are  consistent, 
and  there  is  an  intricate  and  coherent 
system  of  ranking.  While  the  mem- 
bers of  one  female  group  cooperate 
with  each  other,  there  can  be  fierce 
competition  between  matrilines  as 
females  vie  for  food  and  access  to 
resources  controlled  by  males.  Inter- 


estingly, among  monkeys  where  the 
females  band  together,  their  status  is 
improved  relative  to  males.  "The 
feminist  lesson,"  joked  Dr.  Hrdy,  "is 
it  behooves  sisters  to  stay  together." 

While  her  own  nine-year  study  of 
the  langur  monkeys  of  India  has 
helped  to  revise  the  myth  of  the  pas- 
sive female  stereotype  among  pri- 
mates, Dr.  Hrdy  stressed  that  it  is 
critical  that  researchers  remain  intel- 
lectually independent.  We  must  resist 
the  danger  of  substituting  one  bias 
(for  example,  feminism)  for  another, 
she  said,  adding,  "Scholarly  enter- 
prises have  no  business  flying  flags  at 
all." 

The  Dane  Science  Lecture  Program, 
established  at  Pine  Manor  in  1977, 
sponsors  a distinguished  lecturer  in 
the  sciences  every  two  years.

Young  Alumnae  Leaders,  donors  of 
$100  or  more  to  the  Annual  Fund  from 
the  Classes  of  1974-83,  have  doubled 
their  numbers  this  year.

cousin  namesake.  Both  were  named 
in  honor  of  their  grandmother,  Sid- 
ney Lesher  Mcllvain,  who  married 
Morton  Mcllvain,  a descendant  of 
Congressman  John  Morton,  a signer 
of  the  Declaration  of  Independence. 

"She  was  a very,  very  special  per- 
son," Miss  Kutz  said  of  her  grand- 
mother. "I  can  remember — this  is  a 
very  funny  thing  to  say  — but  she  had 
a large  wart  on  one  side  of  her  nose. 
As  young  children,  we  would  'press 
the  button,'  as  though  we  were  press- 
ing a doorbell.  And  she  would  always 
answer  us  to  come  in. 

"Of  course,  our  properties  were  ad- 
joining, and  I can  still  see  myself  trot- 
ting over  to  my  grandmother's.  When 
we  were  little,  the  whole  neigh- 
borhood was  here  because  there  were 
no  houses  over  there,"  she  said,  ges- 
turing toward  North  Fifth  Street.  "I 
had  a very  happy  childhood." 


The  Mcllvain  family  made  its  for- 
tune from  the  William  Mcllvain  and 
Sons  boiler  plate  works,  one  of  the 
most  prosperous  iron  businesses  in 
the  mid-19th  century  Schuylkill 
Valley. 

Located  on  a triangular  plot 
bounded  by  Gilson  Alley,  Neversink 
Alley  and  Laurel  Street,  the  firm  was 
instrumental  in  building  the  Civil  War 
battleship  Monitor,  the  first  warship 
built  with  a revolving  armored  gun 
turret. 

Its  1862  battle  with  the  Confederate 
ironclad  Merrimack  — the  first  fight 
between  armored  vessels  — changed 
the  course  of  naval  history,  bringing 
to  an  end  the  era  of  wooden  fighting 
ships. 


Miss  Kutz,  sitting  in  a straight-back 
chair  below  a shadowy  portrait  of  her 
great-great-great  uncle,  a Reading  ar- 
tillery captain  in  the  1846  Mexican 
War,  talked  about  her  own  brand  of 
fighting  spirit. 

She  played  tennis  regularly  until 
retiring  three  years  ago  because  of 
sciatic  rheumatism.  In  her  prime,  she 
was  a Berks  County  mixed-doubles 
and  Berkshire  Country  Club 
women's-singles  tennis  champ,  mak- 
ing the  rounds  on  the  Philadelphia 
circuit. 

"I  loved  tennis  and  still  do,"  she 
remarked.  "I  guess  you  could  call  me 
a good  sport.  I always  appreciated 
winning  when  I could  win  and  had 
won  well. 

"But  I always  went  in,  no  matter 
whether  I was  going  to  win  or  not.  I'd 
go  and  be  knocked  out  somewhere 
along  the  line  and  have  just  as  much 
fun.  I'm  a do-or-dier,  I guess  you 
could  say." 


Her  visitor  rose  to  go.  But  Miss 
Kutz,  her  voice  strong  and  her  eyes 
twinkling,  had  a few  parting  words. 

"Whatever  you  want  to  write  is 
fine,"  she  said,  "but  just  don't  write  it 
too  flowery.  I'm  not  a flowery 
individual. 

"I've  always  enjoyed  good,  solid 
truth  about  myself  and  everything 
else."  ■

but  we  called  them  Gray  Ladies  be- 
cause they  took  on  all  the  Gray  Ladies' 
tasks.  I shall  always  remember  when 
Mary  the  Princess  Royal  came  to  visit. 
She  came  in  her  colonel's  uniform, 
very  quiet,  very  dignified.  She  was  a 
graduate  nurse  and  was  interested  in 
going  into  the  surgeries  to  see  the 
operations.  She  was  very  human. 
When  one  of  the  patients  asked  for 
her  autograph  — which  they  were 
supposed  never  to  do  — she  gra- 
ciously wrote  her  name  on  the  picture 
he  had  of  his  wife. 

Among  our  other  duties  at  the  hos- 
pital, we  took  hot  cocoa  to  every 
evacuation  of  the  wounded  and  con- 
valescing who  were  being  sent  home, 
mostly  by  train  to  the  port.  Morning, 
noon,  or  midnight,  we  would  see 
them  off  with  magazines  and  books 
and  give  each  a ditty  bag  filled  with 
Lifesavers  and  — I can't  remember  the 
name  of  the  horrible  brand  of  ciga- 
rettes, but  they  were  welcomed  by  the 
men  — also  a toothbrush,  a comb, 
writing  paper,  matches,  shaving 
cream,  a plastic  razor,  and  a pencil. 

Though  I did  not  belong  to  the 
Army,  I was  given  the  simulated  rank 
of  Major,  in  case  of  capture.  Some 
19,000  men  went  through  that  hospi- 
tal in  the  two  years  I was  there.  They 
were  all  nice  boys,  very  nice.  I was 
very  strict  with  them  and  with  my 

teaching  for  which  Pine  Manor  has  long 
been  noted.  That  these  two  remarkable 
women,  who  were  schooled  in  that 
tradition,  should  choose  to  remember  the 
college  in  this  manner,  seems  extremely 
fitting.

young  girls.  They  called  me  Duchess. 
It  was  really  quite  a nice  name  — they 
would  yell,  "Duchess,  this  . . ."  and 
"Duchess,  that ..."  — but  they  be- 
haved themselves. 

If  you  remember  back,  there  were 
two  V-E  Days.  The  first  one  we  were 
not  certain  about.  For  the  next  one,  an 
invitation  came  from  the  manager  of 
the  Royal  Worcester  Pottery  Com- 
pany to  bring  thirty  patients  over  to 
their  farm  to  celebrate  Victory  Day. 
The  boys  drew  for  the  lucky  numbers 
as  to  who  should  go. 

At  the  Worcester  farm,  they  had  a 
huge  spread.  The  British  women  of 
the  neighborhood  had  made 
sandwiches,  using  their  rationed  ham 
that  was  precious,  very  precious;  they 
had  opened  tins  of  fruit;  they  had 
some  cakes. 

Just  as  the  sun  was  going  down,  the 
whole  company  started  up  to  the  top 
of  the  Malvern  Hills,  where  brush  had 
been  piled  up  to  make  a huge  mound. 
Some  of  our  patients  could  not  go  so 
far,  but  even  those  on  crutches  got 
themselves  up  there  somehow.  The 
whole  neighborhood  was  there  — 
babies  in  their  buggies,  old  folks  with 
canes  — just  everybody.  All  over  the 
sky,  searchlights  were  making  the 
"V."  Some  local  authorities  came  up 
to  us  and  asked  if  we  would  light  the 
bonfire.  There  is  a custom  in  England 
that  to  herald  a victory,  bonfires  are 
started  down  at  Lands'  End  and  move 
from  one  hill  to  the  next  up  to  the  tip 
of  Scotland.  We  watched  until  our 
turn  came.  Then  two  of  the  Red  Cross 
girls  and  I took  Red  Cross  matches 
and  lit  the  torch  which  lit  the  bonfire. 
As  the  blaze  flared,  everyone  joined 
hands  and  danced  around,  singing 
"Auld  Lang  Syne."  ■

I learned  my  way  about  Paris 
quickly.  I enjoyed  my  courses  at  the 
Institute  Britannique  and  a course  on 
Impressionism  with  a movable  class- 
room at  various  museums.  It  was  also 
a magnificent  experience  just  to  walk 
about  the  city.  There  was  always 
something  new  and  different  to  see 
and  to  do  — and  all  in  an  atmosphere 
of  antiquity. 

It  took  moving  into  another  culture 
to  learn  about  my  own  strengths  and 
weaknesses.  I have  been  married  for 
39  years.  My  three  children  are  grown 
now,  and  I have  three  grandchildren. 
My  husband  is  starting  a new  en- 
vironmental consulting  business  at 
home  and  is  able  to  shuffle  for  him- 
self. All  my  family  are  doing  their  own 
thing,  so  it  was  a perfect  time  for  me  to 
go  off  and  study  in  France.  I didn't 
really  experience  any  culture  shock 
until  I returned  home,  where  I was 
overwhelmed  by  the  size  of  my  house 
and  all  the  cares  of  being  a wife, 
mother,  and  grandmother. 

"We  are  not  the  same,  but  another, 
and  perhaps  more  enviable  indi- 
vidual, all  the  time  we  are  out  of  our 
own  country,"  said  William  Hazlett. 
My  semester  in  France  was  a period  of 
growth  in  my  life  — a time  to  think, 
reflect,  and  to  look  at  things  from 
another  perspective.  I had  a tremen- 
dous sense  of  well-being  and  of  being 
quite  a complete  person.  In  some 
ways  I hope  to  remain,  here  at  home, 
that  "enviable  individual"  I was 
abroad.  ■

years,  Mr.  Thompson  found  his  teach- 
ing at  the  College  to  be  "extremely 
rewarding"  in  a number  of  ways.
